HEN baby stubs its toe and tumbles to
the floor, bruising it« poor little nose,
mother hueriedly picks it up, pets it and
talks to it n bit antl then gives it a doll or
a ruttle or some toy to play with, And,
nine times out of ten, if the toy be suffi-
clently attractive, baby will forget about the
brnised nose and will stop crying,  When
mother does thi® she {8 an oveupational
therapist; she doesn't know it, but she is,
Just g0 long as baby has nothing to think
abont oxeept the bump on its nose it will
cry and the pnose will hurt, DBut distract
ite attention by something very interestin
—samething for {t to play with, to do wit
it hande and think nbont—and its mind
lenves the brulse of ite pose and the pain
immediately seems to be less, To that ex-
tent, at least, we ean agree with the Ohris-
tinn Seientists iv considering that }llliﬂ (L]
error. that [t s Iavgely the result of men-
tnl attitude toward it. .

EVENTY-FIVE  yenrs  ago  tha old
Ouaker dootors at the Friends' Asyiom
in Fraokford found that the symptoms of
their patients often beeame loss pente if
the patients were given something that

| really intevested them. These doctors, sait-
! ing the method to the individual ease, used

toys, simple occupntions and pet animals,
Whatewer it was that the patient seemed
to find Tnteresting, that they gave him and
they found that the change in mental atti-
tude  that resulted frequently  had  most
heneficial and permanent effocts

Lvery doctor knows that the worst enemy
to convialescenece je mental depresgion, In
serious cases the patient loses jnterest in
life: he in bodily weakened and his iniod
und thonght vefleet this wenkness,  Under
the old systems he had nothing to de but
lie hour after hour alone, gazing up at the
ceiling, # prey to all the fenars of the future
and all the morbid, hopeless thoughts that
these fears engendered.

SYCHOLOGISTS many years ngo found

that the mind has a marvelous reaction
upon  the body~a reaction so distinet in
some cages that it hus actunlly been made
to take the place of surgical details. Con-
sequently, when the average . patient sank
into the typical state of depression, It be-
came sometimes impossible to effect o cure
the  mind stubbornly counterncted  every
possible  beneficinl  effect  of the  wmedical
freatment,

Aud so, very gradunlly, mother’'s methods
applied to baby's bumped nose and the old
CQunkers’ methods with  their  Frankford
cases  beeame  interwoven and  elaborated
and a new braneh of seience appenred.
_The war has hrought it to its full fruition.
Three  years ago, when those nterested
formed an assacintion and wet for their first
vonference, just six persons attended. To-
iy, in the Rittenhonse 1otel, the fourth

“0(‘1 'UPATIONAL therapy'  is, of
course, u forbidding-sounding name
that at onee creates the jmpression in the
average mind that it i= somethiog exceed-
ingly recondite. In the old days 1t used to
be referred to as “‘curative crafts’™ and,
while not sniting modern scientitic tenden-
vies, that old name ix really an excelient
detinition for it, Robbed of its technical
flavor, therapy is simply the branch of sei-
enee that deals with curing disease.  And
the ward “occupatiounl’ signifies that this
particular branch denls with the cure of
disense by means of “various occupations,

The aim of the occupatioual therapist is
to disrover some ocenpation that will inter-
st the fuvalid, to teach him that occupn-
tion and so to give him something for his
hinwds to do and for his mind to think about
s that there will be no time for the old-
time **blues"" to settle down upon him and
sink him into a hopeless velapse, And, in
cuses where it is applicable, an occupution
is eliosen that will’ give mild exercise to dis-
cascd parts, to get the thoughts coocen-
teated upon making those parts perform
their funttions und thus stimulate dm How
of revivifving blood into the parts,

VERY one who hag ever tried to cheer

a patient up by readivg to him or talk-
ing to him has seen the invalid’s attention
geadunlly wander, his eyes close ‘und the
cxpression on his face geadually resume the
Liopeless lines thet prove that the mind has
gonn back to its contcmplation of a nseless
future. Occupational thernpy doesn’t reml
to dnvalids: it teaches invalids to do things
for themeelves with their own hands—things
that are both pretty and useful aod that
the invalid never before thought he could do.
Fvery step forward in skill thus becomes u
source of delight and every new thing mnde
i= u finger of hope |u-i:1dn' to rosy vears
whend—yenrs that are full_of promise of
independence, of usefuloess, of individuu!
